Str T have returhed to Copenhagen after
a short trip’in the country, ‘and have done as
wuch pgood for the cause as coulld Le reasona-
bly expocted; but T fiud that if wmy mission
shall have'a good result, T must devote just as’
many months as now, wecks to traverse the
country, because the people like to talk person-
ally to a man who has been in America, and is
sequainted with the condition of the country
to whibh ¢héy Wait! to} emigrate 5, andi I edn;
in one hour, giye more information and answer
more of the questions, which the reading of
rthalpiiiphlet naturally gives ueeasion for; than
if I received and answered twenty lottors.  Es-
peeially those who have money sufficient to
buy a farm are very particular in their in-
#fuiries. They wish to know what thoy ecan
wxpeet in’ return for what they leave. Of
50,000 emigrants, who in‘the first months of
the year arrived at New York; only 9000 liad
no certain-place of* destination and remnined
there; all the others woere sent ‘for by
fricklls and relations; who had writtén
to them and told them of their good
luck sapd ' satisfaction “with theiv new home,
This is geod eviddnce how important it is that
the immigrants who arriva in our Rtate should
be satisfied with their new home. Because if
that is the case, the immigration to South Car-
olina will inerease year for year if rightly mans
aged. The emigration {rom Scandivavia is
Jargely on the inercase, and the scovernment
tried to put a stop to it by warning the people
both through the press and from the pulpit;
but to nv use.

The State of Minnesota has appropriated
810,008 for the same purpose as South Caroli-
na, and ‘has got agents in soveral northern
towns of Seandinavia whero the emigrants pass
through, but I do not Lelicye thay will derive
much bonefit from it, for the veason, ns I have
stated bofore, that the emigrant has determin-
od in what scction of Awneriea Lo wauts tou
locate himsolf, befure he leaves his old home;
more especially such emigrants as have got
means to buy a picee of land, TIf anything ean
be dono for the eause it must bo done in the
home of tho ewigrant. * There is the propor
place to speuk tq im, before he is influenced
by others or has dotermined where to go.

The Summer hgro is unusually cold and
rainy and has retarded tho hay Wirvest. Much
of the hay is spoiled, and if it contiuues in (his
way, another short erop will be the pesnlt, and
that will give a new impukse to the emigration,
